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Nethcrland’s Paper Honey

The Dutch are well known for the great painters who lived among 
them, and in the 17th century in particular, they saw a number of 
artists come to the foreground well out of proportion to the size and 
population of their small country. There are several reasons for this 
disproportionate number of artists. Because the wealthy 17th 
century Dutch burghers could well afford paintings in their homes, 
the demand for landscapes and seascapes was great. Size was an 
issue, however, as Dutch homes were not large, and for this reason 
the Dutch very seldom painted works of the scope of the great 

Italian artists. 

Portrait painting had also become a popular artform among the 
17th century Dutch. Every person of any importance and means had 
to have his portrait painted at least once; in some cases portraits 
were painted many times, either by the same artist or by additional 
painters. Copies would also be made to be given as presents to 
friends. It is no wonder, therefore, that the studio of a painter such as 
Mierevelt turned out thousands of portraits, many of them with a 
doubtful Mierevelt signature. In fact, it was not uncommon for any 
artist, including the most famous — Rembrandt — to attach his 
signature to a student's painting (after adding a few brush strokes of 
his own) in order to fetch a higher price for the work. In some cases, 
this practice has affected the current attribution of paintings. 


One of the earliest Dutch portrait 
painters, Michael van Mierevelt, 
lived out his 74 years in Delft until 
his death in 1641. As mentioned 
previously his studio's output was 
profuse, and from that body of work 
came two paintings which form the 
basis for two vignettes seen in the 
Dutch 1921 note series. The 25 
gulden note (Pick 36, Mev. 73) 
shows a small vignette of William 
of Orange engraved after a Michael 
van Mierevelt painting measuring 
1 12.5x88.5 cm which hangs in the 
Rijksmuseum in Amsterdam. 
Another Mierevelt portrait appears 
on the 40 gulden note (Pick 39, 
Mev. 93), this one of Prince 
Maurits, who along with his father. 


William of Orange, was 
instrumental in the Dutch struggle 
for freedom from Spanish 
domination. The original Mierevelt 
panel, which measures 221.5x145 
cm, hangs in the Rijksmuseum. 

The final note in the series, the 
60 gulden, bears a portrait of 
Frederik Hendrik, another son of 
William of Orange, which was first 
seen in a painting by Gerald van 
Honthorst. Honthorst, born in 
Utrecht in 1590, studied under 
Bloemart, then spent 10 years in 
Rome from which he returned to 
the Netherlands with a reputation 
as a skilled painter. While 
Honthorst was very popular during 
his lifetime and ran a successful art

school in Utrecht, he was little 
remembered subsequently until his 
work was rediscovered in modem 
times. One of the paintings 
acknowledged to be his best, "A 
Visit to the Matchmaker," remains 
at Utrecht. The painting of Frederik 
Hendrik, 126x103.5 cm, was done 
in 1650, six years before 
Honthorst's death, and now resides 
in the Rijksmuseum in 
Amsterdam. 

Common to all three notes in the 
series are three vignettes: at left an 
allegorical figure of Mercury, to the 
bottom an engraving of an early 
Amsterdam scene, and at right an 
illustration of an "Amsterdam East 
Indian Man" showing a typical 
vessel which plied trade with the 
Dutch East Indies. Abraham de 
Verwer, who painted brightly 
colored marine scenes and sea 
battles during his early period, 
produced the original 43x30 cm 
painting from which the vessel

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About the Article 

Although some allegorical art does appear on Dutch paper money, the 
author chose in this article to confine the subject to artwork such as portrait 
paintings and engravings, genre and landscape paintings. It is not the au- 
thor's intention to go into great depth on the subject of art, although if the 
reader's appetite be whetted so much the better. The manner of the subject's 
presentation is not necessarily chronological nor by Pick or Mevius num- 
bers, although these numbers are cited for the convenience of the reader.

engraving was taken. The painting 
now hangs in the Stedelijk 
Museum in Amsterdam. Verwer, 
who lived from 1600 to 1650, was a 
landscapist, marine painter, 
draughtman, architect and 
engineer; he is not, however, 
considered one of the more 
important artists in his field. 


Each of the three notes discussed 
measures 174x100 mm, was 
designed by J. Visser and was 
engraved by H. Cheffer. For 
practical reasons the 25 gulden note 
was printed in blue and red, the 40 
gulden note in green and the 60 
gulden note in lilac; all three were

As a Canadian citizen of Dutch descent, 
numismatist Jack Veffer continues to pursue an 
active interest in the numismatics of the Nether- 
lands. A multi-talented businessman located in 
Toronto, Veffer entered the numismatic hobby in 
1 964 when accepting the position of secretary-trea- 
surer of the newly established Canadian Paper 
Money Society.

printed by the Enschede and Sons 
Company in Haarlem. (Unless 
otherwise indicated, it may be 
assumed that notes mentioned in 
this article were printed by 
Enschede and Sons Company, as 
they received the major part of the 
printing contracts at the time.) As 
an interesting sidenote, the reverse 
of some of these notes bears an 
engraving of the first building 
occupied by the Nederlandsche 
Bank, a building which can still be 
seen when strolling along the 
Roken in Amsterdam. 

Unlike the preceding gulden 
whose vignettes were generally 
true to the original art, some of the 
following notes to be discussed 
were engraved in the mirror image 
of the original art work. Other 
notes show paired vignettes, one 
the mirrored image of the other. 
The latter approach is illustrated in 
the 100 gulden note of the type of 
1930 (Pick 49, Mev. 117), which 
measures 175x99 mm and was 
printed primarily in brown. 

Designed by Carol Adolph Lion 
Cachet, the note takes its vignette 
from a charming little painting by 
Philip van Dijk entitled ''Woman

Playing the Lute." Van Dijk, bora 
in Amsterdam in 1680, became a 
student of Arnold Boonen and 
presumably worked in Amsterdam 
until 1708 when he settled in 
Middelburg. From 1719 on he 
worked a great deal in The Hague, 
and for short periods was attached 
to the court of the Elector of Hessen 
where he followed Adriaen van der 
Werff. This painting is now at the 
Maurits Huis in The Hague and is 
part of the Cabinet of Willem V. 

A note done in the same vein as 
the 1 00 gulden is the 50 gulden note 
of the type of 1941 (Pick 59, Mev. 
97). This orange-brown note 
measures 165x95 mm and was 
designed by Leo Gestel. The 
mischievous young lady of the 
design was taken from a 20.5x14.5 
cm Jan Steen painting, "Girl Eating 
Oysters," which also hangs at the 
Maurits Huis in The Hague. 

Jan Steen was bom in 1626 and 
did "Girl Eating Oysters" in about 
1665 when he was at the height of 
an illustrious career. Little is 
known about Steen's youth, except 
that he was a lighthearted rascal 
who paid his way with quick, 
casual pictures. He enjoyed life and 
tavern discussions and is best 
known as a witty chronicler of life, 
much as a present day candid 
photographer. His works number in 
the hundreds, but he never painted 
an entirely serious picture. Rather, 
it is line, color, vitality, and humor 
that make up a typical Jan Steen. 

A completely different artistic 
style is seen on the reverse of the 50 
gulden note. The oval vignette 
shows a cold winter scene of such 
great contrast to the Steen that one 
wonders about the decision to put it 
on the same note. "Winterscene," 
the painting from which the 
vignette was taken, is a little 
known work by Isaac van Ostade, 
the lesser known brother of the 
famous Adriaen van Ostade. The 
painting became part of the 
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Hermitage collection in 1 768 and is 
described by the owners as follows: 

Another of Isaac van Ostade's 
favorite themes at this time was the 
winter landscape and the people's 
winter pursuits. In these works the 
artist appears as an attentive and 
subtle observer, strongly sensing the 
unique charm of the mild Dutch 
winter and no less strongly noticing 
the injustice of social disparity in the 
bourgeois society. Van Ostade 
always builds the representation of 
the crowd on the contrast of 
confrontation between the rich 
n'er-do-wells and the working 
people. 

Winterview is one of van Ostade's 
genuine masterpieces. Few such 
examples are found, in the Dutch 
paintings of this period, where 
chiaroscuro was utilized with such 
mastery for the creation of an 
emotional image of the native 
natural world. In this connection 
Isaac van Ostade is the foremost 
predecessor of one of the greatest 
masters of the realistic landscape 
painters, Jacob van Ruisdael. The 
representation of a concrete state of 
nature — the passage of the short 
winter day into early twilight — is 
the major success of the work. This 
dimming of the daylight adds to the 
winter season an especially 
melancholy mood. Nature, 
perceived through the eyes of the 
common people, somehow echoes 
their feelings. Winter, which has 
new amusements in store for the 
well-to-do, promises the poor man, 
who is collecting branches for his 
hearth, new problems. 

Had Isaac van Ostade lived 
beyond his brief 28 years in 
Haarlem (1621-1649), he might 
well have been a better painter than 
his brother Adriaen. Even so he 
developed an individual style of 
landscape, an unmistakable clear, 
silvery tone particularly evident in 
his winter scenes. 

Perhaps the loftiest exponent of 
landscape painting in the romantic 
style of 17th century Netherland 
was Jacob van Ruisdael 
(1628-1682), undoubtably one of

the period's most important 
painters. Bom in Haarlem the son 
of an art dealer and landscape 
painter, van Ruisdael was taught to 
paint hy his father and uncle, but he 
also studied medicine, took a 
degree, and continued to practice 
most of his life. Ruisdael is 
represented on a 10 gulden note of 
the type of 1949 (Pick 83, Mev. 47) 
by one of his better know paintings 
"Mill at Wijk by Duurstede" which 
measures 83x101 cm and is in the 
Rijksmuseum. The note was 
printed by Thomas de la Rue and 
measures 138x80 mm. Neither the 
blue color nor the cut-up frame 
does the original masterpiece 
justice. On the obverse of this note 
there is an engraving of King 
Willem I done after an unknown 


piece, a copy of which is in the 
collection of the Iconographic 
Institute in The Hague. 

William van de Velde the 
Younger, bom in Lyden in 1633, 
was probably the most brilliant 
marine painter the country ever 
produced, bringing the art of 
seascape to a peak in the days when 
naval victories made Holland the 
greatest sea power in the world. 
Contrary to being a romanticist, 
van de Velde obviously put a high 
opinion on being technically 
accurate in his renditions. 
Consequently, when he died in 
1 707 he left behind a great legacy of 
marine paintings, one of the best 
known being "The Cannon Shot," 
now at the Rijksmuseum. One of 
the famed vessels he portrayed, the 
"Hollandia," was, according to the 
Oconographic Institute, used in a 
drawing by f.J. Warnaar which was 
in turn used on a 500 gulden note of 
the type of 1930 (Pick 50, Mev. 143). 
Designed by Carol Adolph Lion 
Cachet, the multi-colored 500 
gulden note (predominately orange 
in appearance) measures 223x128 
mm and also features a passport 
sized picture of Willem III. The 
portrait, engraved by J. Smith, did 
not appear until the second state of 
engraving when it replaced the face 
of Frederick Duke of Schomberg. 
The original portrait was engraved 
by Gottfried Kneller, a German 
bom in Luebeck in 1646 who later 
studied painting in Amsterdam 
under Ferdinand Bol. In 1674, after 
study in Rome under Carlo Maratti, 
Kneller arrived in England, 
determined to rival the careers of 
Van Dijk and Lely. He 
systematically built up a strong 
following, employing a great 
number of assistants. While his 
work never became impressive, he 
was recognized as an excellent 
craftsman and before his death in 
1723, he was knighted "Sir 
Godfrey." 
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10 gulden, 1940 series. “The Beautiful 
Shepherdess” by Paulus Moreelse. 


Paulus Moreelse (1571-1638), a 
pupil of Mierevelt whose early 
pictures are in the style of his 
master, lived and worked all his life 
in Utrecht, except for a brief visit to 
Italy around the year 1 600. His later 
works reflect the influence of 
Titian and the Baroque painters. 
Two paintings by Moreelse provide 
the inspiration for the 10 and 25 
gulden notes of the 1940 series. The 
10 gulden note (Pick 55, Mev. 42), 
which is blue-green, measures 
144x88 mm and was designed by 
Leon Cachet, shows us 'The 
Shepherdess." The original, 
painted by Moreelse in 1630, 
measures 82x66 cm and reveals 
more than is shown on the note. 
The painting is now part of the

Rijksmuseum collection. 
Moreelse's painting, "The 
Princess," appears on the 
brown-yellow 25 gulden note (Pick 
57, Mev. 77), which measures 
156x90 mm. The original 79x62.5 
cm painting, now in the 
Rijksmuseum, is of Elizabeth, 
daughter of Ernst Casimir of 
Nassau-Dietz. The lace in this 
portrait is particularly outstanding, 
and provides us an example of the 
exquisite detail work for which 
Moreelse is so well known. 

William III surfaces as a subject 
again for a vignette on a 20 gulden 
note of the 1945 series (Pick 76, 
Mev. 59), the original of which was 
painted by Peter Lely and is now in 
the possession of the Earl of 
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20 gulden, 1945 series. Portrait of 
Willem 111 by Peter Lely (Pieter van der 
Faes).

Leicester. The brown-green note, 
measuring 151x85 mm, was 
printed by the firm of Thomas de la 
Rue and prepared after an engraving 
by J. Houbraken. Also known as 
Pieter van der Faes, Lely was a 
contemporary of William III, living 
from 1618 to 1680. While he was 



German bom of Dutch parentage, 
he spent most of his life in England 
at the Court of Charles II, 
succeeding the famous Anthony 
van Dijk. 

Van Dijk, who was born into a 
prosperous home in Antwerp in 
1599, produced hundreds of 
pictures in his short career. He had 
set up his own studio by the age of 
sixteen and at twenty-one was 
invited by the Earl of Arundel to 
England where he stayed but for a 
period of study in Italy. Rapid 
professional success as well as the 
beautiful women who gathered 
around the handsome van Dijk 
provided material for the legend of 
his life of passion and orgy. A 
portion of one of van Dijk's last 
paintings before his death in 1641 
at the age of 42, is seen on the 50 
gulden note of the 1945 series (Pick 
78, Mev. 99), which measures 
149x70 mm and is brown in color. 
An oval vignette of William II, 
Prince of Orange, is taken from van 
Dijk's painting of the marriage of 
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young William, age fifteen, to the 
charming ten year old Princess 
Henrietta Maria Stuart, daughter of 
Charles 1 of England. The original 
canvas, 182.5x142 cm, is on view at 
the Rijksmuseum. 

Another charming face appears 
pn the 20 gulden note of the 1945 
series (Pick 77, Mev. 80), a note 
printed in yellow-lilac and 
measuring 134x82 mm. The 
subject is taken from '"Portrait of a 
Girl Dressed in Blue," an 82x66.5 
cm painting by Johannes 
Verspronck which hangs in the 
Rijksmuseum. Verspronck did the 
piece in 1641 at the age of 44 when 
he was still painting in the style we 
are used to seeing — a rather harsh, 
chalky texture much like colored 
crayon. While Verspronck's later 
portraits reflect some of the style of 
his master Frans Hals and even the 
young Rembrandt, his painting is 
original and far removed from Hals 
in this earlier work. 

The 1000 gulden note of the 1945 
series (Pick 80, Mev. 153) gives us 
an excellent portrait of the 
"grandaddy" of the Netherlands, 
William of Orange. This 150x85 
mm note, printed by Waterlow 
Sons in grey, green and orange, 
draws its artwork from a painting 
by Adriaen Thomaszoon Key, a 
contemporary of William. The 
panel, 48x35 cm, hangs at the 
Rijksmuseum and is an obvious 
change in style and execution from 
the paintings previously discussed. 
Key was a painter of portraits and 
religious subjects, and it is now 
held that he deserves a better 
reputation than he has acquired. In 
the field of portraiture in particular, 
he produced remarkable works of 
monumental conception and solid 
technique, the portrait of William 
of Orange being a prime example. 

In addition to Dutch landscapes 
and portraits of royalty, other 
notable personalities are also 
commemorated on the paper

money of the Netherlands. 
Erasmus, the famous scholar, 
humanist and theologian is 
featured on the 100 gulden of the 
1953 series (Pick 85, Mev. 121), 
printed in black, green and brown 
and measuring 170x98 mm. The 
vignette originates in a painting 
now located at the Offentliche 
Kunstsammlung in Basel, 
Switzerland and executed by the 
masterful Hans Holbein the Young. 
Often placed among such greats as 
Durer, Hals and Valasquez, 
Holbein's work remains uniquely 
his own. He was a practical man 
who considered himself simply as a 
craftsman pursuing a living, and

remained largely uninfluenced by 
either flattery or the changing tides 
of artistic trends. In fact the few 
pieces he did paint in the going 
Renaissance style are strangely 
foreign to his work. Born in

Augsburg toward the end of the 
fifteenth century, Holbein found in 
England an atmosphere most 
comfortable for his artistic 
approach, and he died in London in 
1543 . 

Another note that

Wandelaar. 


the 10 gulden of 1953 (Pick 86, Mev. 
48) which includes the portrait of 
Hugo de Groot, the famous jurist, 
painted in 1631 by the prolific 
Mierevelt. The painting measures 
63x55 cm and is in the 
Rijksmuseum. The note itself is 
blue-green, measures 148x83 mm, 
and was designed by J.F. Doeve. 

Christiaan Huygens, the great 
astronomer, appears in an 


engraving by G. Edelinck on a 25 
gulden note of the type of 1955 
(Pick 87, Mev. 83). The original art 
work is located at the Rijks Print 
Cabinet in Amsterdam. The 
1 54x87 mm note portrays Huygens, 
the mathematician and astronomer 
who discovered the first satellite of 
Saturn in 1655, in an appropriate 
setting of red, orange, and green 
hues. 
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On the 20 gulden note of the 1 955 
series (Pick 88, Mev. 60) which is 
printed in brown, lilac, and green 
and measures 151x83 cm is the 
famed physician Boerhave. Both 
the drawing and engraving of 
Boerhave were done by J. 
Wandelaar and are presently at the 
Medical and Pharmaceutical 
Museum in Amsterdam. 

Vondel was so famous as poet and 
playwright that he rates portraits 
on two bank notes. His first 
appearance is on the 5 gulden note 
of 1 966 (Pick 90, Mev. 23). The note 
is green-blue, measures 136x76 
mm, and was designed by R.D.E. 
Oxenaar. VondePs portrait was 
engraved by T. Matham after a 
painting by Joachim Sandrart. 
Sandrart, who painted skillful, 
often slightly humorous portraits, 
was born in Frankfurt in 1606, the 
son of a Flemish immigrant. After a 
lifetime of wandering around 
Europe, he died at Nuremberg in 
1688, honored and respected as 
Director of the Academy. 

The 1972 gulden of the same 
denomination (Pick 95, Mev. 24) is 
a green-yellow note of the same 
measurements by the same 
designer. This time Vondel appears 
in an etching done by fan Lievens, 
who was well acquainted with the 
poet. The etching Lievens did of 
Vondel measures 28.5x23 cm and is 
at the Rijksmuseum. Born in 
Amsterdam in 1607, Lievens' 
development for a time ran parallel 
with that of Rembrandt. However, 
although Lievens worked in the 
same studio with Rembrandt, his 
fame did not spread as far or wide as 
the latter. In his later years, Lievens 
came under the influence of van 
Dijk, Teniers, and Brouwer, so that 
upon his return to Amsterdam, his 
style had become smooth and 
urbane, half French, half Flemish. 

Artists themselves were also 
represented on Dutch notes; the 10 
gulden note of 1968 (Pick 91, Mev. 
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5 gulden, 1966 series. Portrait of Vondel 
by Joachim von Sandrart. 


49), for instance, shows a portrait of 
Frans Hals. Hals lived from 1580 
until 1666, a largely uneventful life 
of poverty and charity. Married 
twice, he had twelve children and 
did not have time for the frivolities 
of a fan Steen or a Rembrandt. His 
poverty is not hard to understand; 
although his art work was prolific, 
he was not popular, his style 
unappealing to the stuffy burghers 
of his day. In fact, the paintings for 
which he is most famous today 
were not entirely acceptable in his 
time. In 1664 the female 
supervisors of the old man's home 
in which Hals lived as a pauper 
charitably commissioned him to 
paint a group of them. He 
immortalized the complacent ugly 
creatures in a work, now at 
Haarlem, which is very different

from his earlier portrait groups of 
company officers. His line trembles 
with age, but the painting expresses 
the wisdom of his later years. The 
blue 10 gulden note measures 
142x76 mm, and its portrait is 
fashioned after a painting by 
Oxenaar. The original art work, 
measuring 33x28 cm, hangs in the 
Indianapolis Museum as part of the 
Clowes Fund. If there is a 
self-portrait of Hals, it has not been 
located thus far. The Indianapolis 
variant seems to be the best version 
of a number of copies, and has been 
translated into a good engraving on 
this fairly modernistic note. 

A 100 gulden note of 1970 (Pick 
92, Mev. 122), a brown, lilac, and 
orange note designed by Oxenaar 
and measuring 154x77 mm.

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includes a portrait of Admiral 
Michiel Adriaenszoon de Ruyter. 
The admiral is one of the favorites 
in Dutch history and is in large part 
credited for the ultimate victory of 
freedom over tyranny in the 
country. His portrait, which 
measures 157x138 cm and hangs at 
the Rijksmuseum, was painted by 
Ferdinand Bol, Rembrandt's most 
distinguished pupil. Because he 
was strongly influenced by the 


master, many of Bol's paintings 
were at first wrongly attributed to 
Rembrandt, but despite the 
confusion, Bol's early paintings 
remained of exceptional quality. 
When his desire to please the public 
caused him to go his own way, 
however, the strength of his style 
disappeared. Nevertheless, many of 
his early works are numbered 
among the showpieces of great 
galleries.

Composer Jan Pietersz 
Sweelinck is depicted on the 25 
gulden note of the 1971 series (Pick 
93, Mev. 84) printed in lilac and 
measuring 148x76 mm. Sweelinck, 
organist at the Old Church (oude 
kerk) in Amsterdam from about 
1581 until his death in 1621, had a 
complete edition of his works 
brought out by Breitkopf and 
Haendel around the turn of the 
century. The engraving used here 
was done by f . Muller in 1 624 and is 
located in the Rijksmuseum. 

The 1000 gulden note of 1972 
(Pick 94, Mev. 155) presents Baruch 
d'Espinoza, the famed Dutch 
philosopher, on a green-lilac 
background. The note measures 
154x77 mm and was designed by 
Oxenaar. While the painter of 


Spinoza's portrait is unknown, the 
painting is on view at the Herzog 
August Bibliothek in 
Wolfenbuettel, West Germany. 

Last but not least there remains 
the great Rembrandt. As "Glimpses 
of Rembrandt," an in-depth article 
which deals exclusively with the 
art of Rembrandt appearing on 
Dutch paper money has already 
been published [The International 
Bank Note Society Journal), only a 
very brief outline will be given here 
of the master's works. We are 
concerned with four notes:

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Roman Coins 
as 

Historical Documents: 
Scholars Beware!

A ncient coinage clearly represents one of the most abundant and durable 
L of all historical documents. This is especially true of the countless 
issues of the Roman Empire. While earlier Greek and Roman Republican 
coinage was generally confined to the depiction of deities and symbols of the 
city or state of origin, Roman imperial coinage presents far more 
information to the historian. Imperial coinage usually offers lengthy 
obverse and reverse inscriptions, a portrait of the current ruler, and carefully 
executed reverse designs reflecting the triumphs or aspirations of the state 
at that given time. 


Problems which emerge for the 
scholar or numismatist in analyzing the 
messages conveyed by Roman imperial 
coinage center around three factors. 
First, there is the problem of propaganda 
on coinage which was originally 
designed to mislead and which still can 
baffle even the most careful 
numismatist. Secondly, Roman coinage 
is not free from error and mystery. Some 
trustworthy historical evidence is 
absolutely contradicted rather than 
supported by coinage issues and may 
cause our whole conception of the order 
of events in a given reign to be thrown 
into doubt. Finally, there is the 
omission of evidence of what we know 
to have been cmcial events. This 
problem is primarily centered on the 
coinage issued after Diocletian's money 
reform when stress was placed on 
simplicity and uniformity in coinage. 


While discussion of these problem 
areas may cause one to doubt to a 
certain extent the validity of evidence 
found on ancient coinage, they should 
not be construed as arguments against 
scholarly study via numismatics. 
Coins, like all other historical 
documents, should be consulted with 
some degree of circumspection. Care 
should always be taken to understand 
the conditions prevalent at the time a 
coin was issued and to analyze the 
messages conveyed by the coins within 
that context. 

This study will delve into these three 
problem areas and focus on the third and 
fourth centuries of the Christian Era. 
While important economic changes and 
steady diminution of the metallic 
content of the Roman coinage was 
clearly evidenced throughout this 
period, the emphasis of this discussion 
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will center solely on a discussion of the 
inscriptions, designs and historical 
messages presented on the coinage. In 
this respect, the coin will be looked 
upon as a mode of expression rather 
than a medium of exchange. 
Propaganda 

Coinage has been a popular vehicle 
for propaganda almost since its 
inception as a medium of exchange. 
Coins of the early Greek city states such 
as Corinth and Athens hailed those 
gods, goddesses or creatures which were 
felt to exemplify the spirit of their city. 
Later Roman Republican, and 
especially imperial coinage made more 
precise references to reigning monarchs 
and current events, and thereby became 
more important as a mode of 
expression. In many ways, coinage was 
an ideal communication medium 
during an age when newspapers, radio, 
T. V. and other media we know and take 
for granted today did not exist. Not only 
were coins widely circulated and 
virtually indestructible, as many 
present day finds of ancient coins attest, 
but they received close attention from 
virtually all who handled them. To the 
best of my knowledge, there has never 
been a period of recorded history in 
which money was viewed with 
indifference, and the era of the third and 
fourth century Rome should be no 
exception. 

Thomas W. Ward, in his article 
entitled 'Talse and Futile Propaganda 
on Roman Coins," affirms that ancient 
coins 'Mo not lie" and can present the 
historian with an excellent guide to 
events during a given period, but 
sometimes yield a distorted view of the 
period. * He suggests that there are two 
basic types of propaganda found on 
Roman coinage. False propaganda, 
which Ward claims was prevalent 
during the Republican but not imperial 
periods, conveyed an outright false 
message in order to delude the citizen. 
Futile propaganda, on the other hand, 
delivered a message expressing a ruler's 
goals and aspirations which would 


never or could never be realized. This 
futile propaganda. Ward insists, was 
primarily a product of the weak, 
declining Roman Empire. ^ 

Ward's arguments are interesting, but 
they falter when Roman coinage of the 
third and fourth centuries are closely 
examined. The whole notion of futile 
propaganda as a factor presenting a 
distorted image of events seems to be 
based on the incorrect assumption that 
the scholar is living in what amounts to 
an historical vacuum. This type of 
propaganda is not really troublesome in 
terms of distortion for a scholar who is 
even mildly aware of the context of 
events surrounding the coin. False 
propaganda, on the other hand, poses a 
greater difficulty for study of the later 
Roman coinage. Jealous and vain 
emperors presented deliberate 
distortions on coinage which can 
sometimes baffle even the present day 
scholar. While Ward emphasized false 
propaganda as a product of the 
Republican rather than imperial 
coinage, evidence would certainly 
indicate that the honesty of the later 
empire was no better in terms of 
propaganda on coinage. 

Futile propaganda, by Ward's 
definition, is certainly abundantly 
exemplified on the coinage of third and 
fourth century Rome. The question 
remains, however, as to how futility is 
determined or defined within the 
context of events and to what extent it 
is confusing for numismatists or 
historians. 

The joint rulers Pupienus and 
Balbinus held brief power during the 
spring of A.D. 238 and, prior to their 
assassination at the hands of the 
Praetorian Guard, issued coinage 
celebrating the concord of the two man 
rule — "Concordia Augg."^ Ward 
maintains that the concord did not, in 
fact, exist and for this reason, the coins 
exhibited futile propaganda. Since 
Pupienus and Balbinus ruled together 
for only a matter of weeks until their 
assassination, this author hardly thinks 
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that Ward's conclusion is based on a 
valid test of time. What the coins did 
express, however briefly, was the 
understandable goal of these two men to 
act in harmony and appear united. That 
they should fail and die so abruptly 
must not have been totally apparent 
when the coins were actually struck. 

Similarly, Ward and other scholars 
have noted the pathetic references on 
Roman coins of the mid-third century 
to victories that never came and peace 
that never existed. A stark example is 
the coin of the Emperor Valerian which 
proclaims "Viet. Parthica" on the 
reverse.^ Valerian, far from being 
victorious, was captured by the Persians 
and ultimately perished. His son and 
successor, Gallienus, also perished 
amid the barbarian invasions and 
continued usurpations in the provinces. 
Nevertheless, propaganda on the coins 
presented such reverse inscriptions as 
"Restorer of the Human Race," 
"Restorer of the East," "Public Hope," 
and "Perpetual Security."^ According to 
one source, Gallienus went as far as 
emphasizing his own divinity on his 
coinage in addition to success as a 
"Restorer of Peace and Liberty."”^ Ward 
noted one reverse inscription which 
announced "Peace Everywhere" when 
in reality the remarkably unsuccessful 
reign of Gallienus saw peace in virtually 
no corner of the Empire.® 

It is quite simple for the scholar who 
has even a passing knowledge of the 
history of the reigns of Valerian and 
Gallienus to note how fantastic the 
discrepancy is between the coin 
inscriptions and actual events. Yet, it is 
a retrospective view we take; obviously 
the same hindsight was not available to 
the people of the day. The coins 
themselves denote optimism and define 
grandiose goals which we now know to 
have been erroneous but which may 
well have appeared justified and 
"patriotic" at the time. 

The reign of Aurelian (A.D. 270-275) 
was at least as successful and glorious as 
that of Gallienus was disastrous. 


Aurelian's coinage, which boasts of him 
as "Restorer of the World, " "Restorer of 
the Age," "Restorer of the East," and 
"Restorer of Mankind," takes on 
themes remarkably similar to those of 
Valerian and Gallienus.^ Hence, 
suddenly the futile propaganda of the 
260's becomes "not quite so futile" as 
the astonishing triumphs of Aurelian 
delivered the Empire from its abyss. It is 
difficult to fully accept that coins issued 
under Gallienus are futile and therefore 
misleading, while those struck two or 
three years later under Aurelian are 
neither futile nor misleading. Both 
looked to similar goals, but met with 
differing outcomes. That difference of 
outcomes should be apparent to any 
scholar mildly acquainted with events. 
Naturally, if one merely reads the coin 
inscriptions and reverse messages with 
no awareness of historical events, 
confusion will abound. Yet, such an 
absurd situation is difficult to imagine. 

Far more difficult for the scholar are 
the baffling products of false 
propaganda. While Ward emphasizes 
false propaganda as a product of the 
Roman Republic rather than the 
Empire, a considerable number of 
examples of "false advertising" are 
apparent on third and fourth century 
Roman coinage. 

One aspect of false propaganda on 
Roman imperial coinage involves the 
sacrifice of reality in portraiture for 
presentation of the ruler in a more 
favorable light. This subtle propaganda 
is sometimes difficult to detect, in that

Roman coinage has often clearly 
presented rulers with no attempt to 
flatter. For example, coinage of Nero 
shows a bloated, fat bust in the later 
years of his reign. The issues of Galba 
(A.D. 68-69), Nerva (A.D. 96-98), and 
Cams (A.D. 282-283) also depict 
markedly unattractive features. Yet, 
periodically it seems apparent that 
realism was abandoned in portraiture to 
present a more favorable image of the 
ruler to his subjects. 

The Emperor Caracalla (A.D. 
211-217), like Caligula and Domitian 
before him, was bald, and, like those 
unbalanced, despotic predecessors, was 
highly sensitive to ridicule. Perhaps as 
a consequence of this, the coins of 
Caligula, Domitian and Caracalla 
exhibit the ruler with a full head of hair. 
However, in Caracalla's case, the 
difference between coin portrait and 
reality are even more marked. The

ancient historian Herodian maintains 

that Caracalla had very little hair on his 4 

head. He described a ceremony 

commemorating the heroes of the I 

Trojan War and briefly noted the 1 

embarrassment of the Emperor. ''Since 

he was almost entirely bald, he made 

himself ridiculous when he wished to 

place his curls upon the blaze: he did, 

however, shear off what little hair he 

had."** In the coinage of Caracalla, one 

never finds the baldness Herodian 

alluded to. Instead, as his brief reign 

wore on, the emperor is seen with a full, 

shaggy head of hair (wig?). We are

fortunate to have Herodian's account of 
Caracalla's reign so that we can better 
visualize that ruler's appearance and 
discount the misleading portrayal on 
coinage. 

Other rulers of the third and fourth 
centuries are barely known to us from 
historical account and we are virtually 
dependent on their coinage to present us 
with their likenesses and whatever 
information is conveyed on the 
reverses. So, too, we must consider that 
Caligula, Domitian and Caracalla were 
looked on with disdain by historians of 
the era such as Suetonius, Tacitus and 
Herodian. One might ask whether or 
not physical defects carefully reported 
in the accounts of those despotic rulers 
were equally well recorded in 
descriptions of the milder, more 
sympathetic rulers such as Marcus 
Aurelius. At any rate, we know that 
Roman imperial coinage did 
occasionally present flattering rather 
than fully accurate portraiture. What 
we do not know and possibly cannot 
know is to what extent this aspect of 
false propaganda prevailed in the third 
and fourth centuries. 

Sometimes even the informative, 
neatly lettered Roman coin inscriptions 
provide us with false and misleading 
information as to the status of the ruler 
depicted. The usurper Carausius 


established control over Roman Britain 
and, for a time, portions of Northern 
Gaul in defiance of the authority of 
Diocletian and his co-Augustus, 
Maximian. This was during the period 
from 287 to 293. In 291 and 292, there 
was a brief lull in the conflict between 
Carausius and the frustrated legions of 
the Empire. At that time, Carausius 
issued coinage with the reverse 
inscription "Pax Auggg." The three 
"g's" in "Auggg." incorrectly implied 
that he had become a legitimate 
Augustus along with Diocletian and 
Maximian, which in fact, was never the 
case.^^ 

Carausius was never recognized 
beyond the areas under his own control, 
but frankly wished to solidify his 
position among his subjects with the 
declaration of legitimacy vis-a-vis the 
central government of the Empire.*^ 
What is baffling about this instance of 
false propaganda is the existence of 
coins of this period with the inscription 
"Augg." While there is no evidence that 
the elimination of the third "g" 
indicated an elimination of one of the 
two legitimate emperors as a worthy 
colleague, the only other explanation 
would be a possible error in minting.'^ 
Other fictions commonly appearing 
on Roman coinage included the use of 
reference to the old Republican era 
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when the institutions of the Republic 
had long since ceased to have impact on 
affairs of state. For instance, although 
the Senate had been virtually 
eliminated from minting as well as 
effective politics in the centuries 
following the early principate, the 
"S.C.'' (Senatus Consulatatum) 
designation remained until Gallienus 
eliminated this fiction in the third 
century at a time when bronze coinage 
itself had virtually ceased to exist in the 
face of inflation. 

The dating of Roman coins involved 
careful reference to the regnal years and 
titles of the emperor in power. Today, 
these regnal dates can in most instances 
be clearly applied to our own calendar of 
the Christian Era. Yet, false propaganda 
can emerge and overturn our 
calculations of time. One of the most 
obvious, but by no means simple 
examples of this manipulation of regnal 
dating was applied by Septimius 
Severus (A.D. 193-211). 

When Septimius Severus assumed 
power in the summer of 193, regnal 
dating of his coinage began with his first 
declaration of Tribunican Power or 
'TR.P'' (as commonly abbreviated). 
Another form of regnal dating involved 
designation of the number of 
Consulships held by the Emperor. 
Consulships were figured by calendar 
year — January 1 to December 31. Since 
Tribunican Power was calculated at 
that time from the 10th of December to 
the 9th of December in the following 
year, there was invariably a gap from 
December 10 to January 1st in which 
coins were dated with the new 'TR.P" 
number but old ''Cos." or consulship 
designation. Coins were commonly 
issued, sometimes in large quantities, 
during those three week periods and 
dated accordingly. 

Yet issues for this gap period 
disappeared in the year A.D. 201, and 
there were no coins bearing the date 
TR.P X-Cos. II. The elimination of 
coinage during this gap was not due to a 
shutdown in mint activities, but was 


the direct result of blatantly false 
propaganda. At the time of his 
assumption of power, Septimius 
Severus denounced the tyranny of 
Commodus (A.D. 180-192) and 
usurpation by the pathetic Didius 
Julianus (March-June 193), while 
vowing to avenge the murder of 
Pertinax, who was deemed to be the 
legitimate successor to Commodus. 
Cassius Dio Cocceianus reported — and 
coinage confirms — that Pertinax was 
deified by Septimius Severus in A.D. 
193. Yet only a few years later, in 197, 
Cassius Dio was shocked to see Severus 
declare himself to be the brother of

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Commodus and legal heir to the 
Antonine dynasty. The once maligned 
Commodus was promptly deified.*® 
Hence, Septimius Severus attempted to 
solidify his right to the throne and the 
succession of his offspring by creating a 
false dynastic relationship. His coinage 
reflected this attempt in that the date of 
his assumption of power was now 
reckoned to be January 1, 193 — the day 
following the death of Commodus 
rather than the true date of June 2. * The 
reigns of the previously deified Pertinax 
and that of Didius Julianus were 
declared void and the TR.P was figured 
from January 1st in subsequent years. 
The TR.P X and Cos. Ill coincided on 
January 1, 201, and hence, no TR.P 
X-Cos. II gap existed. 

Another instance of false propaganda 
affecting the date on coinage came 
nearly two centuries later at the 
instigation of Emperor Theodosius I. On 
January 19, 383, Theodosius entered the 
final year of his first quinquenium or 
fifth year on the throne. His gold 
coinage correctly reflects this with the 
reverse legend '"Vot.V. Mul.X." 
However, the bronze coinage of the 
same period described his regnal years 
as '"Vot.V. Mul.XX" — a designation 
which only the child co-ruler 
Valentinian II was entitled at that time. 
Valentinian II succeeded to the throne 
in 375, while Theodosius I became an 
Emperor only four years later in 379. 
Theodosius held effective power at this 
time but was theoretically subordinated 
to the child ruler Valentinian II in terms 
of seniority on the throne. Theodosius 
allowed rare, little used gold coinage to 
reflect his junior status, but knowingly 
used the incorrect Vot. V. Mul.XX on the 
widely circulated bronze coinage in 
order to disguise it. 2 ** 

While the futile propaganda of third 
century Roman emperors presented the 
goals and aspirations of the hard pressed 
governments of that period, false 
propaganda was clearly designed to 
mislead rather than rally the public. 
With false propaganda, coins do lie and

were frankly employed to con the public 
into visualizing the ruler and his 
government in a more flattering light. 
One might term Ward's definition of 
futile propaganda as nothing more than 
an understandable expression of 
pro-Roman, pro-Emperor sentiment in a 
time of crisis. What Ward deems to be 
false propaganda is a different, far more 
difficult matter for the numismatist to

cope with. False propaganda is a clever 
misrepresentation of reality and 
constitutes an effort to delude. Those 
misrepresentations discussed here are 
only a few of the known examples. 
Others may exist, especially when 
dealing with the more obscure rulers of 
the period where coinage itself provides 
the only viable historical 
documentation. 

Mysteries and Errors 
The Third Century 

A second major problem for 
historians and numismatists involves 
the sheer complexity and diversity of 
coin issues of the third century. 
Inflation was such that coins were 
struck in vast quantities even for the 
briefest reigns. While coins of Otho 
(fanuary-April 69 ], Pertinax 
(January-March 193) and Didius 
fulianus (March-fune 193) are 
exceedingly rare due to the brevity of 
their reigns, third century rulers such as 
Florianus (A.D. 276) and Quintillus 
(A.D. 270), neither of whom ruled for 
more than three months, issued 
surprisingly large quantities of 
coinage. 2 ‘ The six year reign of Probus 
(A.D. 276-282) saw the minting of coins 
in enormous quantity and diversity. '"It 
is not incredible that a foreign collector 
accumulated 10,000 coins of the reign 
which all differed in some detail. 

Amid this vast flood of coinage, we 
find not only occasional errors, but a 
certain number of mysteries. While the 
errors on coinage can be detected by 
numismatists who have a fairly detailed 
knowledge of events, there are 


''mystery coins" which, without 
apparent motive (ie. propaganda), flatly 
contradict what we know of historical 
events. 

One of the common errors we find in 
third century Roman coinage is the 
"hybrid" or coin with the reverse from a 
previous ruler's coinage. An example of 
this is a series of denarii of the Emperor 
Maximin (A.D. 235-238) which extends 
his TR.P dates well beyond the end of 
the reign. Maximin was in the course of 
his TR.P nil at the time of his death in 
A.D. 238; yet coins were issued for him 
which bear the reverse dates TR.P VI 
and TR.P VIII. It has been determined 
that these coins were actually struck 
over the coins of the previous ruler, 
Alexander Severus (A.D. 222-235), and 
the reverse dates actually refer to 
Severus' reign rather than Maximin's.^^ 

Another example of the hybrid is 
found on the coinage of Herennius 
Etruscus, the son of Emperor Decius 
(A.D. 249-251). In one issue, there is a 
reverse proclaiming "Seculares Augg." 
and depicting a goat standing. This 
inscription refers to the secular games 
which were held in 248 under the 
previous ruler, Philip I (A.D. 244-249). 
Vast numbers of "Seculares Augg." 
coins were issued for Philip and his 
family in 248, but were discontinued 
after that year. The "Seculares Augg." 
issue of Herennius Etruscus was struck 
in 250-251 and is clearly a hybrid. In 
this case and the one preceding, 
numismatists have been able to clarify 
and explain errors which otherwise 
would pose baffling problems for 
historians. 
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While coinage of the mid-third 
century abounds with common errors 
such as the hybrid, there are also 
mystery coins which are not errors but 
nevertheless contradict what historical 
evidence we have of those turbulent 
years. One such coin is the silver 
antoninianus of Gordian III (A.D. 
238-244) dated TR.P VII. This date 
would have begun in July 244, several 
months after the murder of the 
unsuspecting Gordian and 
establishment of Philip I as emperor. 
Coins with the TR.P VII date imply that 
Gordian III did not die in February or 
March 244, but possibly in late August 
of that year. What is more confusing is 
evidence we have of the activities of 
Philip in early 244 and a law issued by 
him on March 14, 244. Historical 
evidence as well as the coinage issues 
does not indicate that Gordian and 
Philip were joint rulers at any time 
during 244, but that Philip was 
proclaimed only after Gordian's 
death. Hence, the TR.P VII issue of 
Gordian III throws into doubt the 
question of that ruler's death. 

The coinage of Trebonianus Callus 
and Volusian present us with another 
virtually unresolvable problem in that 
the TR.P II. Cos. II date for 252 becomes 
TR.P nil. Cos. II in the period from 
January I to May 253. Hence, there are 
no TR.P III coins and no explanation for 
the elimination of that regnal date. 

Even more baffling are the relatively 
common issues of the Emperor Marius. 
Following the death of Postumus (A.D. 
268), the successful usurper-ruler of 
Gaul and the western provinces, a 
former blacksmith by the name of 


Marius, ruled over this Gallic empire for 
only two or three days. Dr. George 
Brauer of the University of South 
Carolina notes that ancient historians 
such as Pollio credit him with three 
days as emperor while Aurelius Victor 
and Eutropius give him only two days 
reign. 2*^ Surprisingly, coins of seventeen 
different varieties from the Cologne 
mint exist for Marius, and no fully 
satisfactory explanation has yet been 
presented to explain this absurd 
situation.^® 

A mystery similar in certain respects

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to that of Gordian Ill's TR.P VII is the 
confusion surrounding coin issues 
during the eight month interregnum 
period which historians such as Gibbon 
affirm existed in A.D. 275 between the 
death of the emperor Aurelian in 
January and accession of Tacitus in 
August. In fact, there is no coinage 
issue expressive of an interregnum of 
such a long period. According to Percy 
Webb's analysis in Volume V of The 
Roman Imperial Coinage, numismatic 
evidence lends weight to the contention 
that there may have been no long eight 
month interregnum at all. Aurelian 
may have been slain in July or August 
rather than in January.^^ Hence, the 
death of Aurelian — at least in terms of 
the time of his death — remains 
somewhat obscured by the conflict of 
numismatic evidence and previously 
accepted historical account. 

Roman coinage of the third century 
poses the difficulty for historians and 
numismatists not only of false 
propaganda or official lies carefully 
perpetuated on the various issues, but of 
abundant errors and apparent 
contradictions. While coins can answer 
many questions and document known 
events, they can also pose new 
questions and cast doubt upon 
previously accepted knowledge. 

Simplicity, Uniformity and Omission 

With the major reform of coinage 
instituted by Diocletian at the close of 
the third century, the pattern of chaotic 
and innumerable coin issues which 
characterized that century gave way to a 
new system of uniformity in coinage 
design which would prevail throughout 
the fourth century. During his twenty 
years in power, Diocletian eliminated 
local and colonial coin issues and 
insisted that all mints strike coinage 
uniform not only in size and weight, but 
also in design.^^ Diocletian and his 
co-Augustus Maximian, as well as their 
junior partners Constantins and 
Galerius, held jurisdiction over 
different areas of the Empire. Yet the

State was united with Diocletian as 
senior Augustus, and every mint, 
regardless of what portion of the Empire 
it fell into, struck coins depicting all 
four rulers.^"^ Reverse designs were also 
standardized as ". . . central authority of 
the Chancellory controlled all the 
mints and saw to it that the imperial 
message was carried to all parts of the 

realm. "35 

The number of reverse designs or 
"messages" carried by coins to the 
populace was severely reduced and, in 
the period of Diocletian's supremacy 
(A.D. 284-305), emphasized such 
general themes as "the genius of the 
Roman people" and "sacred money of 
our Emperors and Caesars. The 
successors of Diocletian moved towards 
emphasis of their own "genius" or, as in 
the case of Constantine I, proclaiming 
the support of Mars or Sol. But 
continued simplicity and a marked lack 
of variety in general types is still 
evident.3'7 

In another sense, apart from the Sol or 
Mars coinage of Constantine and some 
other sporadic issues, the reverses of 
fourth century Roman coinage moved 
away from the most burning issue of 
that period — religion. While the fourth 
century saw a profound transformation 
from predominantly pagan to Christian 
faith, the coinage turned to military and 
political themes and away from 
portrayal of gods and goddesses so 
common in earlier centuries, or the 
actual depiction of Christ which would 
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AE Folles of Diocletian with the 
common ''Sacred Money of the 
Emperors and Caesars" reverse.

be so common in later Byzantine 
coinage. 

It is no longer, as in earlier days, a 
continuous record of important events at 
home or in the field, touching every side 
of Roman life, or of the emperor's 
manifold activities for the well-being of 
his subjects. Instead, the traditional glory 
of Roman arms is recalled on the coinage 
with monotonous persistence.^® 


The important transformation from 
paganism to Christianity received its 
greatest impetus during the reign of the 
Emperor Constantine, yet coins of that 
reign indicate nothing of his 
increasingly benevolent attitude 
towards that religion.^*^ The earlier 
coinage reflecting Constantine's 
interest in the god "Sol" was not 
superseded by Christian emblems, but 
by emphasis on the military and 
security of the state.'*® In fact, no coins 
of Constantine I with unequivocal 
Christian emblems have yet been 
found.'** 

Christian symbolism has no place on the 
coins of Constantine, but again, this does 
not necessarily tell us anything of the 
personal conviction of the emperor or 
give any clues as to his religious policy.'*^ 
The historian Ferdinand Lot has 
maintained that there was a fading 
tendency to continue to depict the old 
gods on coinage and further noted that 
some Christian symbolism did in fact 
make a brief appearance on the coins of 
Constantine.'*^ While there is some 
dispute on this point this author feels 
that it is a question of little real 
importance as the overwhelming 
emphasis of fourth century coinage was 
away from religion entirely. Silver and 
bronze coinage issued during the last 
years of Constantine's reign emphasizes 
themes such as "Felicitas 
Romanorum," "Gloria Exercitvs" and 
"Virtus Exercitvs."'*'* In other words, 
focus on coinage was on the ruler and 
the state, not on the touchy, still largely 
unsettled area of religion. 

The brief pagan revival under Julian II 

. . . apart from the Sol or Mars 
coinage of Constantine and 
some other sporadic issues, 
the reverses of fourth century 
Roman coinage moved away 
from the most burning issue 
of that period — religion. 
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was no exception to the rule of basically 
secularized, simple coinage. It has been 
argued by Robert Browning in his 
biography of Julian II (reign A.D. 
360-363) entitled The Emperor Julian 
that the Emperor's bearded bust and 
pagan symbolism on the reverse of his 
later bronze coinage were extremely 
unpopular in the Christian city of 
Antioch. The coins in question were 
indeed issued with the unfashionable 
bearded bust, but no real religious 
symbolism is to be noted on them. 
Bronze and silver denominations were 
issued with "Vot. X. Mvlt. XX" on the 
reverse — merely a notation of the 
regnal year of the emperor. The only 
other denomination bearing Julian's 
bust on the obverse had a reverse 
inscription "Securitas Reipub." and 
depicted a bull standing. The coins 
themselves convey no apparent 
religious message. "Socrates 3.17 and 
Sozomen mention Julianic coins 
depicting a bull to be sacrificed on an 
alter, but no such type has been found. It 
is probably a Christian fabrication based 
on inexact reports of the real bull 
coinage."'*^ Nor is it apparent that 
Christians in Antioch at the time 
perceived a religious, pagan message on 
Julian's coinage. All coins depicting 
Julian II with bearded bust and "Bull 
reverse" have the obverse inscription 
"DN. FL. CL. IVLIANUS. P. F. AUG." 
That inscription came into usage only 
at the beginning of A.D. 363 when 
Julian began his final consulship. 
Julian perished in battle on June 26, 363, 
and was almost immediately succeeded 
by Jovian. His "bull" coinage therefore 
can only have been struck during the 
early part of 363. Yet those issues were 
struck in vast quantities all across the 
Empire and nowhere in greater quantity 
than in Antioch itself.'*® 

Later in the century, under 
Valentinian I, the Christian monogram 
or cross appeared on Roman coinage, 
but it was still deemphasized and 
clouded with ambiguity. The crosses 
depicted on the coinage were 
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interpreted by pagans and Christians to 
have important religious significance. 
Coinage reverses retained their 
military, secular messages and even 
tended to lapse into brutality. Instead 
of deities or triumphal arches, the coin 
reverses depict human 
subjects — usually the emperor — in the 
process of vanquishing a foe of the state. 
Spearing fallen enemies or dragging 
captives by the hair are common 
themes on late fourth century Roman 
coinage which hardly reflect a civilized, 
let alone Christian state. 

Fourth century Roman coinage poses 
problems for numismatists and 
historians for reasons precisely opposite 
to those of the third century. While the 
innumerable issues of the third century 
flood the scholar with diverse, often 
confusing messages, the fourth century 
coinage tends to omit mention of such a 
serious issue as religion and emphasizes 
instead the glorification of the state 
with a basic uniformity and simplicity 
of design. 
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Conclusion 

Roman imperial coinage of the third 
and fourth centuries presents the 
scholar with a vast quantity of 
historical documentation. Yet, care 
must always be taken to view coinage as 
a serious and commonly used form of 
official communication as well as a 
medium of exchange. Ancient rulers 
consistently used coinage for 
propaganda purposes and occasionally 
made serious efforts to delude the 
masses. Scholars should be cognizant of 
this and give careful attention to 
historical sources available before 
drawing final conclusions from the 
coins themselves. 

While the problem of propaganda or 
outright lies on third and fourth century 
coinage poses a problem for scholars, 
each of those centuries presents its own 
peculiar difficulty. With the third 


century, coinage became 
overwhelmingly numerous and varied 
as inflation became more pronounced. 
Messages on third century coinage can 
sometimes contradict or baffle the 
scholar. Diocletian's reform of coinage 
in circa A.D. 294-296 transformed not 
only the economic condition of coinage, 
but also the style of communication. 
The burning issue of religion was 
virtually ignored in coinage of Christian 
as well as pagan rulers. Themes of 
military victory or glorification of the 
ruler prevailed on coins which were 
often standardized to repeat exactly the 
same message in exactly the same 
manner through several different 
reigns. So while the third century 
overwhelms the scholar with themes 
and types, the fourth century withholds 
a great deal, tempting one to read 
messages into the coinage.

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W. ELLIOTT WOODWARD was 

not only one of the earliest 
professional numismatists and 
auction cataloguers in America but 
also one of the most successful in 
his era. While beginning in a small 
way in June of 1860 (721 lots in a 
Boston sale realizing a total of 
$70.64), he shifted to sales in New 
York by the fall of 1 862, finding the 
numismatic market there far 
superior to the one in Boston 
(though he resided in that city all 
his life). His early reputation was 
secured by the sales of the J.F. 
McCoy Collection in 1864 for 
$13,010 — largest coin sale held to 
that date — and the equally famous 
Joseph J. Mickley Collection in 
1867, realizing a total of * 
$13,285.70, another new record. As 
was the case with most of the early 
auction cataloguers. Woodward 
tried, whenever possible, to 
purchase collections outright and 
then sell them publicly. He did, 
however, take regular consign- 
ments from an early period. 

Woodward moved from success 
to success during the latter part of 
the 1870's and the majority of the 
next decade. Many of the most 
famous collections in the country 
were sold through his agency 
during that period, and almost 
every serious numismatist bid in 
his sales regularly. In addition to 
this auction business, of course, he 
carried out regular retail sales by 
mail (ithere were no conventions in 
those days) and supplied many of 
the largest and wealthiest 
collectors with major rarities, both 
U.S. and foreign. It was natural for 


T. Harrison Garrett to become 
involved with him in his collecting 
career. 

Our first recorded transaction 
between Woodward and Garrett 
consists of purchases from the 25th 
Sale (the Pecker Collection), 
12/16/79. Garrett was the 
successful bidder on several foreign 
pieces in that sale, including an 
1829 Thaler of Louis I of Baden; 
Prussian Thalers of 1750, 1818 and 
1831; and a 1796 12 Florins of 
Geneva. This was some two years 
prior to his first recorded purchases 
from Frossard, though 2 years after 
he began bidding in Ed Cogan's 
sales. It is interesting that at this 
early date he was already collecting 
foreign as well as U.S. 

In Woodward's 27th Sale, 3/9/80, 
Garrett secured, among other 
items, a nice 1833 Half Eagle. After 
that sale there is no record of 
successful bids until the 34th Sale, 
1/10/81, the William J. Jenks 
Collection. That sale, largely 
foreign and ancient coins, saw 
winning bids by Garrett on a 1679 
Crown of Charles II; an 1811 40 
Francs of Napoleon; a 1794 
Prussian Berliner Frederic d'or; and 
a 1761 Ducat of Maria Theresa of 
Austria, among other pieces. 
Another lengthy gap in recorded 
auction successes followed the 
Jenks Sale, lasting until the spring 
of 1882 when Woodward sold the 
Dohrmann Collection from San 
Francisco (3/6/82). This great 
auction. Woodward's 45th, covered 
both U.S. and foreign, and Garrett 
acquired choice pieces from both 
sections. The list is extensive.

There were other pieces as well. 
In the next Woodward Sale, No. 46, 
4/19/82, Garrett won the uniface 
copper Fialf Dollar Pattern of 1822. 
It is probable that about this time 
he began direct correspondence 
with Woodward. (As the sales were 
run by Bangs Co. in New York, 
including billing, there need not 
have been much direct contact 
earlier.) In any event, they were 
soon in regular correspondence and 
Garrett was a large-scale approval 
customer. As happened with the 
Frossard correspondence, we find 
our first Woodward letter already in 
the middle of a transaction. (The 
Woodward file, as has been the case 
with our previous explorations into 
the Garrett letters, has gaping holes 
and is, again, one-sided, none of

In the Summer of 1882, July 6 to 
be exact. Woodward wrote the first 
surviving letter from his home in 
Roxbury, Massachusetts: ‘7 sent 
the gold coins as promised by 
Express today. You will find in the 
box many fine pieces. In the 
invoice I have made few remarks 
either numismatic or commercial, 
as I know you require neither. I 
may say what you will notice at 
once, that with the exception of a 
few pieces which are either very 
fine or scarce I have fixed a price on 
each only a little above the 
intrinsic value, and I feel assured 
you will not return anything on the 
score of overvaluation. 

*'As for the little French 
Collection 1 am confident that no 
collector in this country can 
duplicate it. 

^'Should you write me before 
Saturday your favor will reach me 
if addressed to this place; if 
between Saturday and the 13th 
inst. please direct care of Mssrs. 
Bangs 8k Co., New York City 
[Woodward's 49th Sale, the 
Montreal Collection, took place on 
July 11, 1882.]

Some of the others have been 
replaced by pieces from other 
sources during the later collecting 
careers of the Garretts. 

From this approval shipment 
Garrett kept quite a few pieces: 
Nos. 2202, 2219, 2265, 2266, 2269, 
2270, 2274, 2275, 2281, 2285, 2286, 
2287, 2290, 2291, 2294, 2301, 2360, 
2365, 2367, 2384, 2385, 2388, 2389, 
2418, 2423, 2437, 2452, and 2456. 
The French gold consignment he at 
first returned, but later, as we shall 
see, decided to t;ake (at a price 
reduction, perhaps because he 
already had gold specimens of some 
of the Kings involved.) The 
Japanese were the early issues, 
1870-1871, all rare today. Some of 
these pieces were apparently 
disposed of later, perhaps when 
Garrett was thinning out some of 
his foreign holdings around 1884 
through George Massamore's 
auctions; most, however, are in the 
collection today. Number 2365 
(and presumably 2360, which was 
later disposed of) was the United 
States Assay Office issue, .900 fine, 
an excellent specimen. 

There is a gap in the records 
throughout the remainder of 1882 
until December, and there is no 
evidence that Garrett bid in the 
intervening Woodward auctions, 
numbers 47 through 53. 
Correspondence resumes on 
December 7 as we enter the most 
active period of relations between 
the two men: “As I know you are 
always pleased to see fine gold 
coins, 1 take the liberty without

‘7 am sorry you have not 
concluded to purchase that lot of 
French gold; the owner has 
directed me to send it to a dealer in 
Baden-Baden, but thinking you 
might conclude to take it I have 
continued to hold it. I should say 
that the owner’s directions were 
given to follow or not as 1 might 
deem best.''

Normally, a list such as this, 
unmarked by Garrett as to pieces 
kept or returned, would be useless 
to us since it does not even mention 
the countries of issue. In this 
particular instance, however, we 
have two other pieces of 
information available: one is the 
total value of a check Garrett sent 
Woodward around January 5, 1883 
(in a later letter), and the other is 
Garrett's marked list of the next 
shipment (12/19/82). From these we 
can find Garrett's total spent on 
this shipment of 12/7/82: $62.23, 
representing $65.50 less 5%. 

A check of the Garrett Collection 
inventory in search of ducats of 
these dates from any country 
produced the following 
information: a Double Ducat of 
Charles V of Naples ik Sicily, 
marked "THG," no other source; a 
Quadruple Ducat of the 
Reformation, Saxony, John George, 
1617, similarly marked, and heavy 
for its supposed denomination; and 
Ducats from 1606 to 1685 as on the 
list, all from Transylvania, all 
marked "THG." The Ducats were 
issued, in date order, by: Stephen 
Bocskai, Gabriel Bathori, 2 of 
Gabriel Bethlen, George Rakoczi I, 
George Rakoczi II, and Michael 
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Rome, Vespasian, gold aureus, 
70 A. D. Woodward's approval 
shipment of 1111183.

Apafi. That Garrett was acquiring 
Transylvanian gold at this period is 
shown by the other ducats in the 
same series in the Collection: 1618, 
Gabriel Bethlen, 'THG"; 1688, 
Michael Apafi, Frossard, 2/13/83; 
and Thalers of 1591 (Frossard, 9/82), 
1595 (H.P. Smith, 3/16/83), 1621 


(Frossard's 20th Sale), 1650 
(Steigerwalt's 12th Sale), and 1656 
(Frossard, 9/82). It seems extremely 
probable that the pieces here 
discussed have been correctly 
identified, and that Garrett 
purchased all but the first four 
items in this shipment of 12/7/82. 
(As a footnote to this, the invoice 
for the next shipment noted the 
return of four previous lots!) 

December 19, 1882: ''As you will 
notice I wrote you a letter on the 
16th. After mailing it I received 
yours of the 14th, when I withdrew 
it from the P. O. and now inclose it 
as giving my views on the War 
Decorations; your favor renders 
the first part superfluous. [That 
letter has not survived.] 

"1 have written to the owner of 
the coins sent you [12/7/82], he 
writes me 7 will allow you 10% 
dis. if all are taken or 5% on any 
part. ' 1 will allow you on any 
purchase you make from his lot the 
same discount. [This is the 5% we 
saw subtracted from Garrett's 
purchases from the last invoice.] 
'7 send you again the collection 
of French gold, and if it was proper 
for me to do so 1 should advise you 
to keep it for 1 am confident that at 
the price now asked, $200, it is a 
bargain. If you take it at that price 
it is precisely what 1 have to pay 
but I had rather thus dispose of it 
than send it abroad which the 
owner instructs me to do if 1 cannot 
sell it and net him that amount. I 
avail myself of the opportunity to 
offer you a few other pieces, 3 or 4 
of which you have seen before, the 
others are the little lot which 1 once 
wrote 1 would send to you at a 
future time. The prices on the latter 
are net, as lhave made them as low 
as 1 can. Memorandum of prices, 
etc., 1 inclose with the coins.*'

Garrett kept the French Collection 
(which was discussed earlier) and 
lots 1, K, O and U. The first of these 
is actually an Osella of 4 Zecchini 
of Aloysius Pisani, still in the 
Garrett Collection. The Geneva 
piece, lot U, is an Ecu au Soleil, 
likewise still present. The fames II 
escapes identification: it has either 
been replaced at a later date by 
another piece and disposed of, or it 
is a 1687 5 Guineas, which is 
extremely unlikely since the gold 
value alone of that piece would 
have been substantially above $12 
in 1882. 1 am not certain about the 
Ferdinand Isabella piece since 


the inventory of the Spanish pieces 
is incomplete. Woodward added a 
brief postscript after the list: 

'‘Concerning these last few lots, all 
of which I consider remarkable, 1 
have refrained from making many 
remarks as their condition shows 
for themselves, and 1 presume that 
with their history and rarity you 
are more familiar than 1 am.” 

Before the next exchange of 
letters came Woodward's 54th Sale, 
the P.J. Maas Collection, 12/28/82. 
Garrett was successful in bidding 
on several lots in that sale, among 
which were the following:

■ The ofttimes quoted B. Franklin 
wisely observed that 'The use of money 
is all the advantage there is to having 
it." He wasn't addressing the coin col- 
lectors, of course. Were he speaking 
today, he'd likely advise us to use the 
money tomorrow that we earned today 
before inflation erodes its purchasing 
power still further. It's a sad state of 
affairs that today saving money in any 
form in an attempt to improve one's 
material status is a losing endeavor. 
And the most carefully selected in- 
vestment may be no more productive 
after the government's inflation and 
taxes take their bite. 

■ A little knowledge is a dangerous 
thing! Many years ago I saw a desirable 
looking medal in the window of an un- 
pretentious coin shop in Chicago. It was 
quite dark (really black) in color and 
quite reasonably priced. Ah, thought I, 
the shopkeeper doesn't realize that this 
is a badly tarnished silver medal that 
can be restored easily to its original 
brightness. I entered the shop and non- 
chalantly bought the bargain. At home 
my elation vanished quickly upon dis- 
covering that the tarnish did not yield to 
my favorite silver cleaner: baking soda. 
The medal was made of some base- 
metal alloy. Admitting my presump- 
tion, I showed the piece to my mentor, 
former ANA president M. Vernon Shel- 
don, who promptly wrote the one word 
"experience" on the envelope and 
handed it back to me. That was one les- 
son I never forgot. 

■ One of Victor D. Brenner's earliest 
works was an award medal for the 
"Amateur Athletic Union of the United 
States, MDCCCLXXXVIII." Just when 
he created it is not known to me but it 
was probably in 1895 or '96. One in my 


collection was awarded for a swim 
event on September 29, 1900, and was 
pictured in the June (p. 1169) and Sep- 
tember (p. 1837) 1977 issues of The 
Numismatist. 

Some time ago there appeared a brief 
item in my newspaper under the head- 
ing "Farewell to the AAU." Omitting 
details, here are meaningful quotations 
from the item: "The Amateur Athletic 
Union, the most powerful force in 
American amateur sports for ninety 
years (see Roman numeral date on 
medal), died of federal legislation: the 
Amateur Sports Act of 1978. . . . Most 
important, [the Act] strips the AAU of 
its franchises to certify athletes for 
Olympic competition, thus guaran- 
teeing its demise." 

My mind made a quick effort to con- 
sider the myriad changes that have 
taken place in athletics during the last 
nine decades, then to wonder how many 
of man's alliances of today will survive 
that long — to the year 2068. 

■ A 17-year "scoop" by ANA! Recent 
news that the set of proof coins assem- 
bled for and presented to the King of 
Siam in 1834 has been returned to the 
United States brought to mind the first 
public announcement concerning the 
set. It was at the ANA-CNA convention 
educational forum, held in 1962 in De- 
troit, that David F. Spink of London, 
England, and James C. Risk of New 
York City presented documented evi- 
dence that such a set of U.S. coins did 
exist and, most importantly, that it con- 
tained an 1804 silver dollar and an 1804 
gold eagle. Not only did this discovery 
reveal a hereto unknown specimen of 
the 1804 dollar but it was the first posi- 
tive explanation for the existence of any 
of the known pieces.

Proof or Treated? 

ANACS Examines Methods of Coin Alteration 


Altered coins take many forms, usually involving the addition or deletion of a date 
or mint mark. However, in recent months the certification service has seen several 
examples of another form of alteration, namely coins mechanically and/or chemi- 
cally treated to resemble proof issues. This is not a new problem, though the 
specimens recently seen are of somewhat higher quality than before. Illustrated here 
are samples of three different methods of alteration, though it should not be assumed 
that there are not other methods. 



The crudest specimen is a 1907 Lib- 
erty Head $20 gold piece. In this case a 
normal business strike coin, possibly 
circulated, was heavily polished on both 
sides, and then the head and and the 
eagle were mechanically etched with a 
fine brush to simulate frosting. The 
brush may have been attached to a ro- 
tary power source such as a motorized 
drill,!but this cannot be absolutely prov- 
en. 

Coins so treated can be easily de- 
tected by the fact that the isolated raised 
characters such as the date, letters and 
stars are not frosted (unless they are in- 
dividually treated) and are in fact 


somewhat eroded by the initial polish- 
ing. Also, there will usually be a few 
areas where the etching brush will have 
slipped down onto the polished field, or 
else where the polished surface of a 
raised area will have been missed by the 
brush. On a genuine brilliant proof coin 
of this era the frosting on the relief areas 
should go all the way down to the field 
and no further, though of course there 
are exceptions on certain coins such as 
copper-nickel three and five cent pieces. 

The second example is a 1904 Barber 
half dollar, which actually was a proof 
(although damaged) coin before it was 
treated. On this piece the head on the 
obverse has been chemically etched to 
hide the damage and refrost the coin. 
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probably using an acid solution of some 
sort. It appears as though the acid had 
been applied with a fine (perhaps 
camel's hair) brush, and again there are 
areas where the treatment either did not 
reach or exceeded the outlines of the 
design. Under a stereo microscope the 
etched areas of the field can be seen to be 
slightly recessed below the level of the 
field, evidence that metal was removed 
from the coin. 


The third specimen is most unusual, 
in that it is an 1879-0 dollar once offered 
as a branch mint proof. Here a so-called 
"proof-like" coin (which already had 
naturally frosted devices) was selec- 
tively polished in the fields, in an at- 
tempt to disguise several bag marks the 
coin had acquired in normal non-proof 
handling. Once again the machinist 
overstepped his bounds, his polishing 
tool brushing up against the edges of the 
devices on both sides and completely 
erasing the frosting on the wreath and 
most of the lettering. Most of the frost- 
ing on the devices remained intact, 
however, making the appearance of the 
coin very deceptive to the unwary. 

It is the policy of the ANA Certifica- 
tion Service that a determination of 
whether a coin is proof or not is in- 
cluded in the basic authentication fee, 
and that payment of a grading fee is not 
required if the submittor merely wishes 
to know if a coin is a proof. Only if a 
specific proof grade (such as PF-60/60 or 
PF-65/65) is desired does a grading fee 
have to be paid. 

ANACS will not attempt to deter- 
mine if a coin is what is commonly re- 
ferred to in the hobby as "proof-like," as 
there are too many conflicting defini- 
tions of this term and no official one. All 
we can mention at this time is that the 
"proof-like" characteristics of a coin, 
whatever they may be, have nothing to 
do with grading.

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Educational Forum, ANACS Seminars 
to Be Featured at Albuquerque Midyear Convention 

Collectors passing through the non-competitive exhibits scheduled for display at 
the American Numismatic Association's 2nd Midyear Convention in the Albuquer- 
que Convention Center February 15-18 may be surprised at the number of exhibits 
on the numismatics of New Mexico. One enthusiast of this topical pursuit, 6th 
generation New Mexican Roman L. Latimer, will display National Currency issues 
of New Mexico banks, a collection he has nurtured for sbme 25 years and will again 
share as a speaker at the ANA Educational Forum scheduled for Friday evening, 
February 15th. 


Latimer, who has been an ANA 
member for 20 years and has recently 
retired after 30 years with the New 
Mexico State Highway Department, 
will be joined at the Forum by speakers 
Jackson Storm and David Alexander and 
moderator Virginia Culver. Jackson 
Storm is well known to most ANA 
members, having served as general 
chairman for the ANA 1976 New York 
convention and as an active ANA dis- 
trict representative, club representa- 
tive, chief judge and exhibitor. A color 
printer with a photographic lab on the 
east coast for some 20 years and a collec- 
tor since the age of eight, he holds many 


numismatic affiliations, including 
serving as president of the Bronx Coin 
Club, the Long Island Coin Club and the 
Society for Medieval Numismatics. 
Utilizing slides to illustrate another as- 
pect of paper money, Storm will review 
at the Forum the role played by Postage 
and Fractional Currency in numisma- 
tics. 

The use of currency to promote or 
even establish power will be explored by 
David T. Alexander, international 
editor and staff writer for Coin World, in 
his presentation of Numismatics as 
Propaganda. Alexander, who obtained 
his B.A. from the University of Miami 
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Las Vegas, First Charter Series of 1875, thought to be unique. 
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and his Master's Degree from the Uni- 
versity of California at Los Angeles, was 
employed at the Historical Museum of 
Southern Florida in Miami for 1 1 years 
before leaving the directorship in 1974 
to join Coin World. Along with being a 
life member of the ANA, Alexander is 
an active member of the Society of 
Medallists, the Society of International 
Numismatists, the Florida United 
Numismatists, the Numismatic Liter- 
ary Guild, and numerous other organi- 
zations, some of which he as served as 
an officer. 

Forum attendants will enjoy the gra- 
cious introductions of moderator Vir- 
ginia Culver, one of the hobby's leading 
ladies. Having culminated her many 
years of ANA involvement with a term 
as president, 1973-1975, the first and 
only woman to serve in that position, 
Mrs. Culver continues to be an energe- 
tic promoter of numismatics.

NEW ZEALAND — Tokelau Issues 1979 Dollar 

The Administrator of Tokelau has announced the 
issuance of the 1979 Tokelau legal tender dollar in both 
proof and uncirculated conditions. Tokelau, a group of 
three coral atolls which lies approximately 2500 miles 
northwest of New Zealand, was discovered by the 
British in 1765 and made a protectorate in 1877. In 
1925 administration was transferred to the Gover- 
nor-General of New Zealand, who in turn delegated his 
powers to the Administrator of Western Samoa. In 
1948 sovereignty was transferred to New Zealand, 
bringing Tokelau within its territorial boundaries. The 
three atolls have a total population of about 1600 in a total land area of 20 acres. 

The obverse of the Tokelau dollar shows the Arnold Machin protrait of Queen 
Elizabeth II, with 'TOKELAU 1979" above. The dots in groups of three around the 
periphery represent the three atolls of Tokelau. Native artist Faraimo Paulo's reverse 
shows a tuluma and a kau, with the denomination and inscription "TAHI TALA" 
around. The tuluma is a hardwood safety box in which fishermen put clothes, food, 
and small fishing gear. If the tuluma falls into the sea, it floats upright and will not 
allow water to penetrate. The kau is a traditional fish hook once used by Tokelauans. 

Strictly limited editions of 5,500 proof, mirror finish, (.925 fine) silver dollars and 
10,000 uncirculated, cupro-nickel dollars have been struck by the Royal Australian 
Mint at Canberra. The proof coins, housed in plush presentation cases, are available 
at $18.50 each with a limit of two per person. There is no limit on the number of 
uncirculated coins that can be ordered for $3.85 each and which come in hard plastic 
souvenir cases. To cover postage, registration, and handling by surface mail, please 
add $1 per coin, or $2 for airmail. Orders should be addressed to Modem Coins Ltd., 
P.O. Box 50-193, Porirua, New Zealand, along with the total remittance. Orders will 
be filled in order of receipt, with a delay of some months possible before delivery. 
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UNITED STATES-CC Silver Dollar Sale Dates Announced 

On November 13, 1979, Roy Markon presented a set of historic Carson City silver 
dollars to the Bureau of the Mint museum. Accepting the gift was Director of the 
Mint Stella B. Hackel. During the ceremony, Markon, commissioner of the General 
Services Administration's Federal Property Resources Service, announced sale dates 
of the nearly one million silver dollars minted in Carson City, Nevada, from 1878 to 
1893, which remain in the U.S. Treasury vaults. 

There will be two sales. The first, commencing February 8 and terminating April 8, 
will offer 923,287 silver dollars (.900 fine) to the public by mail at fixed prices and 
will be divided into three categories: 1883-CC (195,745), 1884-CC (428,152), and 
mixed years (CC) 1878 through 1885 and 1889 through 1893 (299,390). Coins in the 
1883 category are $42 each and in the 1884 category, $40. Those in mixed years will 
sell for $20 per coin. There is no limit on the number of coins that may be ordered at 
the first sale. 

The second sale, to be conducted later in the spring, will offer 54,847 dollars in 
three mint-year categories: 1880-CC (4,284), 1881-CC (18,996), and 1885-CC 
(31,567). These coins will be sold at public auction by mail bid with a minimum bid 
price being set just prior to the sale. Bidders will be limited to five coins from each 
category. 

Each coin will be contained in a plastic case, suitable for display, inside a velour- 
lined gift box. A brief history of the coin will be enclosed, as well. 

Prices from each sale will include delivery by registered mail to addresses in the 
U.S., its territories and possessions, and to APO and FPO numbers. Prospective 
buyers should send a postcard giving name, address, and zip code to: Carson City 
Silver Dollars, San Francisco, CA 94170. Information and order forms will be sent to 
those on the list in time for the first sale.

FEATURING YOUNG NUMISMATISTS 

ROMAN COIN PROJECT

Originated and administered by David R. Cervin, the Roman Coin Project is a program 
specially designed for junior members of the ANA to earn Roman and Byzantine coins for 
their activities in numismatics. Up to eight coins can be earned, four Roman coins in the 
initial program, and four Byzantine coins in the advanced section. 

In the initial program, the first three coins can be earned from numismatic participation in 
three of six categories: educational presentations, exhibiting, writing, club office, show committee chair- 
manship, or receiving a badge in numismatics from your youth group. The fourth coin must be earned by 
completing the ANA’s Young Numismatists Correspondence Course. In the advanced program, coin 
number five is earned by signing up a new ANA member, coin number six by signing up two additional 
members, coin number seven for the publication of at least 500 words in a major numismatic publication, 
and coin number eight for planning and executing an exhibit of the coins earned thus far in the program.

So, you have earned a small handful of Roman and Byzantine coins. Just what can 
you do with them? Let's let Robert L. Eblin, Columbus, Ohio, tell us. Quoting from 
his recent letter: 

“For earning coin if 8, I not only exhibited the seven coins already earned but I 
accompanied the exhibit with an oral lecture, slide show, and transparencies. The 
references for the lecture (also written in a report form) and the slide show were from 
the ANA library. The transparencies were diagrams from my references and from some 
of my coins. This presentation was given to three Latin classes. The exhibit was again 
displayed at the St. Charles Open House, for a total audience of approximately 400 
people. It would be interesting to see if others earning coin #8 might be willing to 
undertake a similar project for their school. 1 personally found the extra work intrigu- 
ing, while at the same time earning an “A" for a Latin grade. To make sure that 
interested numismatists also were able to see the presentation, it has been placed on 
my coin club’s agenda for an early meeting. 

Though 1 have completed the RCP, 1 hope that I will have occasion to contact you in 
the future. 1 value the time and knowledge that you have given me, and 1 thank you for 
sponsoring the RCP. Your dedication is appreciated by all young numismatists.’’ 


There is much food for thought in 
Robert's letter. First, and most impor- 
tant, Robert is getting a tremendous 
amount of satisfaction out of his 
numismatic work. And he ties this 
satisfaction to his wholesome participa- 
tion in the Roman Coin Project. 

No doubt you juniors who are reading 
this column and are not participating in 
the RCP, enjoy your hobby or you would 
drop it. But why not double, or even 
triple this enjoyment by doing what 
Robert did: become active in the RCP. It 
costs nothing in dollars and can earn for 
you four Roman coins, four Byzantine 
coins, and an ancient Greek coin. Few 
are the juniors who can afford to buy 
these coins . . . but all juniors can earn 
them. 

With your present collection could 


you really entertain and educate three 
classes in school, and get 400 people to 
see your exhibit, as Robert has done? I 
am sure that some of you juniors can, 
but it is reasonable to believe that most 
juniors would not be able to meet this 
challenge. The more you do with 
numismatics, the more fun it is. And 
the RCP makes you do more with 
numismatics. 

Right now you are not necessarily a 
numismatist; you might only be a coin 
collector. But by the time you have 
earned your first Roman coin you will, 
by the most vigorous definition of the 
term, be a true numismatist. 

Second, Robert has issued a challenge 
to all other juniors. "It would be in- 
teresting to see if others earning coin #8 
might be willing to undertake a similar 
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project for their school." Well, how 
about it? Over a dozen juniors are close 
to earning coin #8. Will any equal 
Robert's work? Or maybe exceed it? To 
you juniors meeting Robert's challenge, 
let me hear from you.

San Francisco Remembers the Pan-Pacific Expo 



ANA member and noted sculptor Barbara Hyde is the designer of an official medal recently 
struck for the city and county of San Francisco to commemorate the Panama Pacific Interna- 
tional Exposition of 1915. Celebrating the opening of the Panama Canal, the Exposition was 
awarded to San Francisco after spirited competition and was considered a great success. 

The medal's obverse features the original seal of the exposition with Liberty standing atop 
the world as a Chinese junk and a freighter pass through the canal locks. Borrowing its design 
from the exposition's poster, "The Thirteenth Labor of Hercules," the reverse depicts Hercules 
struggling to divide the continents while a ship heads for the exposition in the distance. The 
medal bears the inscription THE LAND DIVIDED — THE WORLD UNITED, the motto of the 
former Canal Zone government, and the dates 1904-1979, marking the 75th anniversary of the 
beginning of United States construction of the canal. 

Struck by Roger Williams Mint, the medals are available in three inch bronze and are 
individually numbered in a limited edition of 1000, although 500 of these have been reserved 
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for the Palace of Fine Arts League, custodial agency of the last building remaining from the 
exposition. The medals are priced at $35 each, which includes insurance, postage, and han- 
dling. (California residents must add $2 sales tax.) There is a limit of one medal per purchaser; 
the first 500 orders will be confirmed and the remaining checks returned. Checks should be 
made payable to William C. Roddy, P.O. Box 8745, San Francisco, CA 94128.

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Excess Major Medical Plan Offered 

Albert H. Wohlers, ANA group insurance administrator, recently an- 
nounced a special enrollment period for the ANA $500,000 Catastrophe Major 
Medical Plan. During this period, ending March 15, 1980, enrollment is 
guaranteed to ANA members and their spouses regardless of age or health, and 
to their eligible children — unmarried dependents aged 14 days to 25 years. 

Mr. Wohlers described the plan as '"back-up protection for extraordinary 
medical and surgical expenses. It is designed to supplement your basic health 
insurance policy, because sometimes major-medical, hospitalization insur- 
ance, or Medicare is not enough." 

Because the ANA plan is designed as supplemental coverage, it includes an 
initial deductible of $15,000. For expenses under the deductible, an insured 
would receive benefits through his/her basic health insurance policy. But for 
expenses over the deductible, the ANA Catastrophe Major Medical Plan would 
supplement major-medical or hospitalization insurance to provide 100% 
coverage. An insured person is eligible to receive up to $500,000 in benefits for 
up to ten years.
